Washington, February 28.—(Speciai.)— 
While it is the general belief that noth- 
ing tangible will ever come of the proposed 
effort to cut down the representation .of 
the democratic states of the south in con- 
gress, the proposition has nevertheless 
attracted much attention and has given 
rise to no little discussion among public 
men. : 

There has been a genera] study of the 
problems presented, particularly by the 
representatives of those states which have 
adopted the—to the republicans—obnoxious 
educational tests, and these men have 
had many inquiries put at them by their 
less immediately interested colleagues. 

South Carolina, Mississippi and Loutsi- 
ana are the states whose constitutions or 
election laws are most objected to by the 
republicans—at least by those republicans 
who are engaged in the- present agitation

Congréssman Wilson’s Views. 

ne of the most prominent members of 
the South Carolina delegation is Congress- 
rhan Stanyarne Wilson, of the Spartanburg 
district, Mr, Wilson, who is one of the 
best known lawyers of his state, has nat-

“My first impression is that this is but 
another illustration of the nér’s reali- 
zation of the truth of the biblical philos- 
cphy that ‘whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.’ The republican party 
sowed the wind wnen it forced upon the 

he suffrage amend- 
mends of the constitution; it has been 
reaping the whirlwind of increased demo- 
yeratic representation in congress and the 


-electoral college for the last quarter of a 


century. 

The consequences of those amend- 
ments have been most disastrous to 
that party and the rapid development 
of the south necessarily portends to 
them the complete and unalterable as- 
cendency and dominance of the demo- 
cratic party unless something like that

any restriction it chooses upon the ex-

“Any ‘disfrauchisement,’ as: these | 


editors and politicians prefer to call 
it, or denial of suffrage or abridge- 
ment of suffrage, that would come 
within the terms of that second section 
weuld itself be absolutely null and 
void and incapable of entailing any

Mr. Wilson believes that entirely outside 
of the legal question, there is no danger 
from this movement.

IS A STRONG DIPLOMATIC MOVE 


Sets at Rest the Many Rumors of 
" Purpose on Her Part To Embar- 
rass the United States in 
the Philippine Is- 
lands. 


Washington, February 28.—The> German 
government has set at rest effectually the 
rumors of a purpose on its part, directly or 
indirectlyy to embarrass the United States 
in .the Phiiippine islands, and has given a 
signal manifestation of itg desire to promote 
the most cordial relations: between Germany 
and the United States by ordering: the 
withdrawal of all vessels of its navy from 
Philippine waters and placing the lives and 
property of its subjects there under the 
protection of the United States government. 

The action taken ts regarded here as a 
master stroke in diplomacy by which wiil 
| be removed all possibility of a clash be- 
tween German and American interests in 
and about Manila i notice to all the 
world, especiatly to a@emericans who en- 
tertained any suspicions of sinister’ designs 
by Germany, of the wish and purpose of 
the German empire to cultivate the friend- 
ship of the United States. 

By it Germany at once places the pro- 
tection of all her large interests in the is- 
lands almost completely in our hands. The 
announcement of this act of the German 
government came at the close of a day that 
had been full of sensational rumors of a 
clash between the Americans dnd Germans 
in Manila, the rumors finally going so far 
as to assert that Admiral Dewey had fired 
on and sunk a German vessel at Manila. 

But naval circles were set at rest 
finally at the close of the day by.the re- 
ceipt of some dispatches from Manila, but 
without mention of any untoward incident. 
Based on thie fact Secretary Long, Secre- 
tary Alger,Captain Crowninsield and Gener- 
al Corbin all took the responsibility of de- 
nying the rumors in the strongest terms. 

Finally, at the close of the day, it was 
announced that the German government 
had ordered their ships away from Manila, 
probably to their new naval station at 
Kiachau, on the Chinese coast. The an- 
nouncement was coupled with the statement 
that the German vessels were needeli there. 


)\This may be the case, for the story has 


come to Washington that the Chinese have 
been abusing some German citizens almost 
in the shadow of the Chinese capitol at 
Tien Tsin. The Germans have come to be- 
lieve that the only way to meet such cases 
is by punitive measures and as Tien Tsin 
is at the head of navigation on the Pieho, 
just below Peking, it may be the purpose to 
send some warships up the river to convey 
an idea of the German displeasure. 

The German: government followed its an- 
nouncement to the state department of a 
purpose to order its vessels away from the 
Philippines with a formal application to the 


ulterior purpose in the Philippines and rath- 
er than be subjected to suspicion on that 
score had taken the course of turning over 
the care of the welfare of their citizens to 
the United States government.

GERMANY WARNS THE CHINESE. 


Minister of Foreign Affairs Says Sub- 
jects Will Be Protected. 

Berlin, February 28.—During the session 
today of the budget committee of thie reich- 
Stag the minister of foreign affairs, Baron 
von Buelow, made a statement relative to 
affairs in China. He said that fn view of 
the anti-foreign irritation, particularly the 
fact that several Germans were grossly in- 
sulted and afterwards assaulted at Tien- 
Tsin last Saturday, he had instructed the 
German minister at Peking, Baron von 
Heiking, to make it perfectly clear that if 
such acts were not severely punished, or if 
there was a revurrence of such acts, grave 
consequences would ensue for the Chinese 
government. He added: 

“We do net intend to interfere in the 
internal affairs of China, but duty éom- 
pels us to protect the lives and property of 
Germans.”’ 

With reference to the statement published 
in foreign newspapers regarding the sup- 
posed action of the German warship Irene 
in the Philippines islands and the alleged 
conduct of Rear Admiral Dewey, who, it 
has been said, threatened to sink the steam 
Ppinnace of the Irene, the minister of for- 
eign affairs said these statements belong to 
the category of “plump canards,’’ previ- 
ously described by him. 


REBELS FIRE ON A CRUISER. 


Shells Were Thrown Into a Church and 
3 Several Killed. 

Manila, February 28, 10:10 a. m.—The reb- 
els at Mdlabon fired upon the cruiser Calloa 
from the jungle yesterday while Admiral 
Dewey was visiting the Monadnock. Three 
shells were: dropped by the monitor into 


| the Malabon church, demolishing the struc- 


ture. and killing a number of rebels who 
were inside. 

A factory at Malabon is -reported to be 
running day and night to supply ammuni- 
tion for. the insurgents. The ignorance of 
the natives is shown by the fact that they 
have collected empty springfield shells and 
are refilling them.

It is taken to mean that Mr. Kipling has 
not yet passed through the crisis of the dis- 
ease, but that probably the crisis will be 
reached before the next bulletin is issued.

Rome, February 28.—The pope was taken 
suddenly ill this morning and his audience 
has been ‘suspended. Later he had a pro- 
longed fainting fit. 

The pope had a fatiguing day yesterday, 
receiving congratulations on the approach- 
ing anniversary of his coronation, and com- 
plained of the cold, which has been intense 
for two days. ‘ 

This morning the pontiff complained of a 
pain in his side. Dr, Laponni found some 
fever and ordered the patient to remain in 
bed and take a complete rest. The physi- 
cian has since visited the pope three times,

Below is given the written statement of @ 
vweil-known young business man of this 
city who was so unfortunate as to get in 
the hands of the money lenders and lost 
his position on that account. During the 
time he was paying interest on his indebt- 
edness he paid almost enough to wipe out 
the original sums he borrowed. These sums 
still stand against him, and he is willing 


and anxious to settle them as soon as he 


can, but he is not willing to pay usury any 
longer. He has secured another position 
and intends to discharge his obligations as 
soon as possible. His name is withheld at 
his request, But will be given to any one 
who feels inclined to doubt the genuineness 
of this statement as to his identity, or his 


story as told below: 


I have read with a great deal of in- 
terest Mr. Stockdell’s’ letter in The 
Constitution of yesterday in regard to 
curbstone brokers, bankers and finan- 
ciers, also The Constitution’s very able 
editorial anent the same. 

This is a gtOwing evil in Atlanta, or I 
might say, an evil already largely estab- 
lished, and is now spreading out its octo- 
pus-like arms in every direction, drawing 
into its meshes every day the young 
men of Atianté. I do not speak dispas- 
sionately, but as a victim. I - believe, 
therefore, that I am in a position to 

» speak the sentiments that have long 
kept smothered because I feared that 
in expressing them I would strike a 
false chord. Mr. Stockdell’s letter, how- 
ever, gives me added courage, and I 
trust, and know, from The Constitlution’s 
‘position, that it is not against me. 

My first statement shall show how the 
average young man gets into the meshes 
of the “sharks” and how he gets out— 
of a job. 

To the young man in a clerical position 
nothing is more alluring, when he hap- 
pens to be a little “in the hole’ and 
noeds, say $10, than the bait thrown out 
by the curbstone banker, i. e., no ih- 
dorsement. He goes to the banker and 
makes known his. wants, gives a thirty- 
day note for $10.(nine cases out of ten an 
assignment of salary) and _ receives 
therefor $9! It seems easy. It is easy, 
but watch the result: “Tempus fugit.’”’ 
In a seemingly incredible space of time 
the victim is confronted with a notice 
notifying him that ‘“‘his paper’’ falls due 
on a certain’: date, “kinly- attend to 
same.” (Money so easily got; with no in- 
dorser whom he feels morally ‘obligated 

’ to protect, is soon spent, and in many 
cases not expended for the real purpose 
for which it was borrowed. 

The’ victim goes to the ‘banker,’’ 
states his inability to pay the principal 
and asks for renewal or extension. This 
is agreed to for $1 more. Mind, I state 
the average loan made by these “bank- 
ers’’ is on assignment of salary, the vic- 
tim agreeing to act as ‘agent, to. coll 
same and make proper return’ to the 
banker. Yet, the banker agrees now to 
a renewal upon payment of interest 

This may go on for several months, 
and is, mayhap, increased to twice the 
amount of the original sum. borrowed. 
Finally the “‘shark’’ demands that the 
paper be taken up. This the victim is 
unable to do. He has been led to believe 
that unless he pays the note he will be 
liable to a charge of larceny after trust, 


- 


as he has collected his salary and failed ~ 


to make “proper return’’ of same. 

Before such steps are taken 
the victim is usually threatened 
with exposure before employer. 
This is really the only security 
the banker has, knowing well 
that the victim has not moral 
courage to make a statement of 
his condition. to his employer, 
fearing reprimand and perhaps 
discharge. Threatened garnish- 
ment would have the same effect, 
‘thanks to the very ably managed 
collection agencies in the shape of 
justice of the peace courts. The 
victim, rather than face this con- 
dition, goes to another money 
lender ang gets a_ sufficient 
amount to take up his first loan. 
Thus it goes on, “robbing Peter 
to pay Paul,” increasing each 
month. If the amount increases 
he is-‘harrassed and worried to 
such an extent that he is in no. 
condition to work, and should 
extreme measures be taken it is 
very easy to see the worry it 
would cause an employer. Finally 
he sees no hope of ever paying 
the principal, is forced to resign 
a good position, and fearing the 
ultimate result, should he secure 
another position in .Atlanta, Tie 
leaves town, leaving behing him 
a vast array of indebtedness.

.caseBS like the above that have

I trust The Constitution will 
take up this crusade against this 
evil, which if eradicated wouid 
save employers useless trouble 
and save many young men from 
the inevitable result—RUIN.

Washington, February 28.—(Special.)—The 
special fast mail to the south is to continue 
as it has in the past. That is the meaning 
of the action of the house thig afternoon, 
when, by a dectsive vote of 142 to 86, the 
appropriation was retained in the postoffice 
appropriation bill. 

It will be recalled that when the matter 
was first before the house this session the 
opponents of the appropriation were, be- 
cause of a peculiar chain of circumstances, 
successful. ,and it was stricken from the 
bill. The senate restored the item, and by 
the decisive vote noted above the house 
finally concurred .in that action and the 
mail was saved. 

The house passed three Georgia public 
building bills today. They wére for a new 
building at Brunswick, to cost $50,000, and 


for additions to the present Macon and Co- 


lumbus buildings ,to cost $58,000 and $50,000, 
respectively. Similar bills are in such shape 
in the senate as to insure favorable action 
upon these at once, and they are assured, 

A favorable report of Colonel Liv- 
ingston’s bill for a $1,000,000 building for 
Atlanta has been prepared by the com- 
mittee, but there is not much chance of 
its getting througth at this session. The 
half-million appropriation for the south- 
ern federal prison at Atlanta was, how- 
ever, agreed to by the senate today.

WOOBFORD WILL NOT GO BACK 


President McKinley Causes*an Investl- 
gation of Georgian's Record, 


FRIENDS THIMK HE WILL GET PLACE 


His Work in His Diplomatic Relations 
in South America Make Him 
| Eminently Fitted for the 
High Office of Spanish 
Minister.

Washington, February 28.—(Special.)—An 
Atlanta man is being considered by the 
president in connection with the Spanish 


mission. 

President McKinley has, it is understood, 
set on foot through the usual state depart- 
ment channels an investigation into the 
diplomatic record of Colonel W. L. Scruggs, 
with a view to his possible appointment to 
this high office,. which will, under the cir- 
cumstances, prove such a delicate mission, 
and while it is too early to say with any 
definiteness what will be done, Colonel 
Scruggs’s friends here in Washington would 
not be at all surprised ig he is in the end 
the man selected, 

This is not Khecause of any great political 
pull or anythihg of that sort, but is be- 
cause of the fitness of the man. 

The Spanish mission, under a resumption 
of diplomatic relations following war with 
all its. attendant bitternesses, will be of 
greater importance than it has ever been 
before, and in view of the conditions, there 
is every reason for saying that it will not 
be uwSed as a dumping ground for some 
politician, no matter how large the cam- 
paign contributions may have been, but 
that a man of wide diplomatic experience 
will be called to the gervidce. 

Such a man is Colonel Scruggs, and some 
-of the strongest men in the. republican 
party have called the president’s attention 
to the fact. 

Woodford Not To Go Back. 

Diplomatic relations between the two gov- 
ernments will not be resumed until the ex- 
change of ratifications of the peace treaty, 
and that necessarily means several months 
yet. When the time comes there is no like- 
lihood that General Woodford will be sent 
back, for the precedent in such cases is 
against the. reappointment of the minister 
who was serving when the former relations 
were suspended. Thére will be a new min- 
ister, and if the welfare of the country is 
considered in the appointment, he will be 
some man of ability and experience, fa- 
miliar with the language and the people. 
That a man with a successful diplomatic 
record behind him would be more valuabie 
than any other; seems a self evident fact, 
and it is because he 1s this record that 
Colonel Scruggs is being considered, 

It is doubtful if any other man in this 
country would so completely fill the bill, 
so far as ability and experience are con- 
cerned.

From 1873 to 1877 he was United States 
minister to the republic of Colombia, having 
been named for that position when he was 
barely thirty years of age. It was during 
his first term of service that he negotiated 
several important treaties with that coun- 
try, among others, the treaty of arbitra- 
tion of 1874 for the settlement of the cele- 
brated Montijo case. Toward the close of 
that term he was chosen British arbitra- 
tor in a long standing and vexatious con- 
troversy between Great Britain and Colom- 
bia, and his decision in that case was so 
satisfactory to both parties that the ser- 
vices of the umpire were not necessary, 
the Colombian arbitrator, General Salgar, 
signing Minister Scruggs’s writtén decision 
without alteration or amendment. 

From 1877 to 1883, Colonel Scruggs was 
United States consul and special commis- 
sioner to China, where he resided first at 
Chinkiang, and subsequently at Canton. 
While at Canton he demanded and received 
from the viceroy a large indemnity from 
the provincial authorities for «the piracy 
of one of our mefchant vessels in Chinese 
waters. This was a rather notable case, for 
it was the first instance on record where 
the Chinese government made reparation to 
such a case, though similar acts of piracy 
had been of frequent occurrence for years. 
This action became ae precedent and largely 
because of it the piracy of foreign vessels 
ceased. 

: Colombia and Venezuela. 

From 1883 to 1887, Colonel Scruggs was 
again minister to Colombia. This was dur- 
ing the period of the DeLesseps Panama ca- 


oring to induce Colombia to abrogate that 
portion of our treaty of 148 with that coun- 
try in which we were given exceptional 
privileges In the isthmus. The treaty was 
gaved and the French scheme of coloniza- 
tion and control of the isthmus defeated 
through the energy and persistence of the 
American minister, who seems to have en- 
joyed to a remarkable degree the confi- 
dence of the Colombian government and 
people. : |

In 1888, when he resigned his commission 
te accept the position of special agent and 
legal advisor for Venesuela in the Angio- 
Venezuelan boundary case, there Was not 
remaining a single question between the 
two republics. 

The Venezuelan Case. 

These are mere outlines of some of the 
principal experiences in Colonel Scruggs’s 
public career. Of course there is much 
besides. His services in behalf of Vene- 
guela from 18M up to this year-are still 
fresh in the bublic mind. It is well known 
here that the whole Venezuela case of 
1895-96 was worked up by him alone, and 
that but for his persistent and determined 
efforts in behalf of the little republic, the 
present arbitration tribunal would never 
have been constituted: He has prepared 
the entire case and his work for Venezuela 
is done. 

All of his experience has been of value 
to him, for it has made him a ripe Spanish 
scholar thoroughly versed in Spanish law, 
and has given him what is of vast impor- 
tance—a thorough. understanding of the 
Spanish people. He has for a quarter of a 
century madé-a study of international law 
and diplomatic questions and usages, and 
certainly would seem to possess to the 
highest possible degree just the qualifica- 
tions needed for the special post for which 
he is now being considered. A good many 
people here ‘believe he will be appointed. 


THIS DEADIOCK MAY BREAK. 


Nebraska Republicans Agree To Abide 
by Caucus Decision. 

Washington, February 28.—Nebraska 
shows the first signs of a break in the sen- 
atorial deadlock. Seventy-four republican 
members of. the legislature tonight signed 
an agreement to go into a caucus tomérrow 
night and abide by the decision.

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DISCUSSING SAMOAN TROUBLE. 


Baron Von Buelow Tells of Germany’s - 


Commercial Relations. 

Berlin, February 28.—In the reichstag to- 
day Baron Von Buelow, the minister of 
foreign affairs, speaking of Germany's 
commercial] relations with foreign coun- 
tries, said Germany's trade relations with 
South America were satisfactory. The for- 
eign minister then discussed the question 
of Samoa, saying that by the general act 
of 1889 the triple rule of Germany, Gréat 
Britain and the United States was estab- 
lished over those islands. 

Since the act came into force, he con- 
tinued, there has been no lack of friction 
between the representatives of the differ- 
ent powers, which was due to the disor- 
derly character of the population. He told 
of the troubles and disturbances, that had 
occurred and reviewed at length the recent 


‘outbreak. 


The minister of foreign affairs then said: 

“The fina] settlement of the guccession 
rests with the powers. I refrain from de- 
livering a decisive judgment on the whole 
course of events in Samoa until the writ- 
ten reports arrive and are closely exam- 
ined. But I hold strongly to the hope that 
we shall succeed in disposing also of these 
latest troubles in Samoa, With due protec- 
tion for German rights and@ interests and 
in a manner which corresponds with the 
friendly relations existing between. the 
three governments concerned.’’ 


WANTS AN EARLY WITHDRAWAL 


Foraker’s Resolution Will Declare 
Against Cuban Franchises. 

Washington, February 28.—Senator Fora- 
ker tonight gave notice that he would offer 
the following as an amendment to the 
army appropriation bill as a proviso when 
it comes before the senate: 

“That no franchises or concessions of 
any kind whatever shall be granted by 
the United States or by any authority 
woatever for which the United States is re- 
sponsible in the island of Cuba during the 
occupation by us. 

“Provided further, That the pacification 
of the island of Cuba having been accom- 
plished, the president is hereby authorized 
to withdraw the military forces of the 
TInited States therefrom and to leave the 
government and control of the island to 
its people.’”’ 


EX-GOVERNOR WELLS IS DEAD. 


Passed Away Yesterday at the Age of 
Ninety-One Years. 

New Orleans, La., February 28.—Ex-Gov- 
ernor J. Madison Wells died at his home at 
Lecompte, in Rapides parish, aged ninety- 
one years. He served as governor of this 
state for two years or more, taking his seat 
in 1864, and was also upon the returning 
board, the result of whose work helped to 
place President Hayes in the chief execu- 
tive chair of the United States. For many 
years past he has lived in retirement upon 
his extensive plantations.

London, February 28.—The secretary of 
state for India, Lord George Hamilton, an- 
nounced in the house of cotmmons today 
that there was no truth in the reported 
death of the ameer of Afghanistan.

FARM FOR CONVICTS CAN GO OK 


Judge’s Review Is Complete and Ex- 
haustivé, Satisfying .All Who 
Heard It That Plaintiff Had 
Not Made Out Its 
Case. 


Macon, Ga., February 28.—(Speciai.)—The 
case of the Milledgeville Water Company 
vs. the state prison commission was con- 
cluded in the United States court today, 
and Judge Speer decided that prison com- 
missioners could erect the prison farm. 

This was against the water company, 
which had brought a suit for injunction to 
restrain the commission from erecting the 
farm, ; 

The case occupied three days in the 
United States court and many interesting 
points were brought out. 

‘The prison éommission was represented 
by Attorney General Joe Terrell, while the 
Water company was represented by Hall & 
Wimberly, Marion Erwin and others. 


Judge Speer, in his decision, said, in part:.

To entitle the plaintiff to the relief it

and the scientific authorities quoted, the 
plaintiff would have made a prima facie 
demonstration supporting its right to the 
injunction. In that event the defendant, 
the prison commission, would be under the 
necessity’ of producing evidence to satisfy 
the court that no inju + would ensue to the 
plaintiff or to the publ. s from such contam- 
ination. In other wot '\, some actual or 
practically certain invas. )n of the rights of 
the riparian proj tietor or usee of the water 
must appear before the court will be justi- 
fied in denying to an adjacent land owner 
the use otherwise legitimate of his prop- 
erty. | 

He Cites a Kentucky Case. 

In the Kentucky case of Kerr vs. the Lu- 

atic asylum, 3 S. W.; 971, the authorities 
oF this institution by means of their sew- 
ers discharged into a branch. running 
through the plaintiff's g@rotinds all manner 
of slops, offal and garbage. The plaintiff 
having made no pretense that he was de- 
prived of a beverage necessary to himself, 
but alleging that ‘his water supply was thus 
rendered unfit for his horses and cattle, the 
court of appeals of Kentucky, not regard 
ing it as damnum absque injuria, promptly 
enjoined the lunatic asylum. 

“Gould on Waters,’’ in the section contig- 
uous to that cited by the plaintiff's counsel. 
Section 220, page 390: 

“Proprietors upon streams may cast sew- 
age and waste material therein, if they do 
not thereby cause material injury to pub- 
He or private rights. The natural right of 
ene proprietor to have the stream descend 
to him in its pure state must yield in a rea- 
Sonable degree to the equal right of the 
upper proprietors, wh: :e fertilization, cul- 
tivation or occupation of their own lands. 
and whose use of the stream for milf and 
manufacturing purposes, fer irrigation and 
domestic purposes wil! tena to make the 
water more or less impupe, espectally when 
the population bec “dense. So it is of 
public inmport the proprietors of 
useful manufactories should be held re- 
sponsible onj¥ for appreciable injury caused 
by theirworks,and not for slight incon- 

ences or occasional annoyances. When 
an injunction is sought to stop Marge and 
expensive works which cause a stream to be 
polluted, it must clearly appear that the 
legal remedy is inadequate an 
plaintiff will suffer irreparable injury fro 
the continuance of the pollution.” 

If that is true in regard to private insti- 
‘tutions a fortiori, it is true with regard to 
& great institution of the state necessary for 
the well being of the comunity and for 
the corrective principles in the exercise of 
the police power, and at the same time for 
the humane treatment of convicts. The 
reason for the distinction thus made by the 
courts seem to be as practical as just. 
Courts ‘will not interfere to debar the

Now a disease germ or a cluster of such 
germs may find lodgment in the water sup- 
ply of a city from ordinary farm work on 
the stream above. For this reason is the 
owner up the stream to be denied the right 
to cultivate or to fertilize his lands? Must 
he exclude from his acres the cattie yard, 
the pasture or the sheepfold?. Disease of- 
ten resulting in death originates at human 
habitations. For this reason will. cottages 
or villas, villages or towns be forever ex- 
cluded from the area of water supply of 
down-stream communities? The exigencies 
of modern civilization and the increasing 
density of population forbids this. 

Now, how can it be said in a practical and 
legal sense that the contemplated action 
of the prison commission will invade the 
rights of the plaintiff and pollute the water 
supply of Milledgeville. No sewer, no 
stream from the prison edifice would be con- 
ducted into this water supply. A portion 
of the surface water might find its way 
there in those torrential downpours which 
in past ages have worn the country around 
that historic city until its lofty summits 
resemble to some extent “the mountains 
round about Jerusalem.” In such event 
the surface flow would pass. the intake 
with such rapidity that if it contained a 
germ, the chances are infinitesimal but 
that the noxious microbe would pe swept 
by the intake into the Oconee and out to 
sea, where it would miserably perish. 

He Touches on Cleaniiness. 

The buliding for males is 1,320 feet, 440 
yards from the stream. It is more ee 
eighth of a mile from the female building 
to the stream. The land will be cultivated 
and loose earth and its powers of oxidation 
are powerful disinfectants. The ayia 
crops will take up and modify the evasive 
bacillus. The deformed will be transformed. 
But dt is objected that departing from the 
democratic simplicity and economy of yo 
present administration, bath tubs will :; 
furnished the convicts, and that at times it 
is anticipated that they will bathe. This 
innovation seems startling ‘to counsel, and 
may be bad for the bacillus, but it is not 
‘plain how it will be injurious to the plain- 
tiff. Nor can the further fact so eloquently 
dwelt upon by Mr. Erwin, that at intervals 
clothing will be washed and 
affect the issue. Cleanliness, we are told, 
is next to godliness. It will surely be con- 
servative of health and thus the danger of 
infection and disease will be diminished. 
The prison commissioners are public offi- 
cers. Surely then we may invoke as to 
them the ancient maxim “omnia praesum-~ 
iter rite et soleniter esse acta dones >ro- 
betur in contrarium.” 

From the evidence it appears that hereto- 
fore the banks of this creek have been to 
some extent used as a dumping ground for 
the remains of those hapless beasts of bur- 
den whose maltreatment and premature 
death is the greatest cause for the poverty 
of the farmers of this section of the south. 
Then, too, we must consider the great ben- 
efaction to the state and the people in- 
volved in the construction of this prison, 
We must regard the greatest good to the 
greatest number. We must bear in mind 
that the treatment of children’ and infirm 
convicts at certain previous periods of the 
history of our state has been a reproach to 
the public that all the impulses which actu- 
ated the creation of this.farm were char- 
itable; that being trué, it is wholly improper 
for the court to stand in the way of its 
completion. As to the state, the injunction 
will be denied. No injunction is asked at 
this time against the city of Milledgeville, 
but in view of the somewhat equvocal con- 
duct of the mayor and council of that mu- 
nicipality,. the bill will be retained in court 
so that at any time, if in violation of what 
seems to be the equities existing in behalf 
of the water supply, they proceed to in- 
flict any. illegal injury upon the latter by 
violation of their contract, it will be compe- 
tent for the court to exercise its powers to 
protect the interests of the parties.

TAKEN TO FORT GAINES JAIL 


Assassination of ‘Colored Tenant and 
His Wife Causes General Arrests. 


WERE SHOT TO DEATH AT MIDNIGHT 


Pcsse Secures Men Who Are Said To 
Have Had a Hand in Killing 
‘Two Colored People. 
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Fort Gaines, Ga., February 28.—(Special.) 
E. L. Peterson, sheriff; R. D. Williams, 
deputy sheriff; A. S. Mills and John R. 
Mills came in late this afternoon from Ba- 
ker county, having in custody J. A. Gas- 
sett, Buck Douglass and J. H. Thompson, 
white, and Simon Butler, colored. 

These parties are believed by the officers 
to be the murderers of Alf Boyton and wife 
and were lodged in jail. 

Pierce Lewis 1s also suspected, but he 
gave the officers the dodge and was not 
arrested, -but his horse and .buggy were 
captured and the large and unusual foot 
of the horse corresponding with the tracks 
leading from the scene of the murder points 
strongly to the implication of Lewis in the 
murder. 

The Boyntons were assassinated on the 


on James Grimley’s plantation and on the 
night indicated were called to the door of 
their house and shot down, both being in- 
stantly killed. 

The investigation by the coroner revealed 
nothing of interest except that Boynton 
had lived last year in Baker county on the 
plantation of Jack Gassett and that Gas- 
sett had had some trouble with the 
negro in October and had threatened to 
kill him on sight. | 

But there was nothing to connect Gassett 
with the murder.

Warrants were issued afd -placed.in the 
hands of officers for the ‘artest of Jack 
Gassett and the others, making four white 
men :and one negro, all charged with. the 
commission of the crime. 

The parties all reside in Baker county 
and are friends and neighbors of Gassett, 
the negro being a trusted servant of Gas- 


Sett. 

On the night of the murder a negro boy 
living a mile and a half from the Boyntons 
was aroused and made to point out the 
house of the murdéred people. He accom- 
panied the mob some ‘distance, and while 
he knew none of their names, he will be 
able to identify them if he ‘ever sees them 
again. A hundred yards from the house 
tracks of three buggies were discovered, 
which had come from the direction of Baker 
county, the peculiar large track of one of 
the horses making it easy to be distin- 
guished among any number. 

The three bugefes were met in the road 
by persons before they reached Blakely, 
and after they passed the town, after 3 
o’clock, all driving at a high rate of speed. 
Two of the buggies contained two white 
men each and the one in the rear having a 
negro mar in it. The three were seen to 
pass through and beyond blakely.

One More Sprout Is Added to the Grove 
About the Place. 


DEBATE WAS AN INTERESTING ONE 


Programme Was Repiete with Attrac- 
tive Features and the Auditorium 
Was Crowded. 


Oxford, Ga., February 28.—(Special.)—To- 
day was celebrated in Oxford as the arbor 
day of the class of 1899. Handsome invita- 
tions had been issued by the members of 
‘the class, and in response the vast audito- 
rium was filled with a large audience of 
friends to witness the exercises.

NOW THE COUNTY IS FULL OF TREES | 


Five Hundrei Bushels Have Been 
Gathered from an Old Orchard 
Covering an Acre. 


Fairotrn, Ga., February 28.—(Special.)— 
The farmers of Fayette county, crowing 
tired of the continued low price of cotton, 
are now turning their attention to truck- 
ing and fruit growing. 

Thousands of Yates apple trees will be 
set out this fall and in a few years this 
delicious apple will be finding its way 
into the markets of the north and east. 
The Yates apple had its origin within less 
than ten miles of this place. 

Years ago, so the, story goes, old man 
Yates, from whom the apple takes its name, 
who lived near Faver’s mill, in Fayette 
county, was one day walking over his farm 
when he chanced to come across a small 
apple sprout growing on a4 ditch bank. 
The old man pulled the sprout and carrying 
it to the house reset it in a safe and con- 
venient place, little dreaming that it would 


prove the progenitor of a great race of 


apples, noted for their excellent flavor and 
other splendid qualities, not the least of 
which is their being easily kept when prop- 
erly put away. 

The tree grew and flourished and in time 
produced this new but delicious apple. 
Recognizing. at once the superior merits of 
the apple, Mr. Yates began to take espe- 
cial care of the strange tree aygd to graft 
others from its:branches. His neighbors 
were attracted by the new fruit and began 
to propagate the species, and soon the 
Yates apple was known of and loved by 
everybody round about. Gradually the spe- 
cies has spread out over the surrounding 
counties until it has supplanted all other 
kinds of fall and winter apples in this part 


of Georgia: but it seems to be adapted to | 


only this section of Georgia, as it does not 
thrive in either extreme northern or south- 
ern Georgia. 

Experience has demonstrated the fact that 
it thrives best and produces the best results 
when planted in valleys or other low, flat 
places, protected and surrounded by the red 
old hills of Georgia. In this respect it is 
the opposite of its contemporary, the El- 
berta peach, which does Lest on an eleva- 
tion facing to the north. 

Yates apples are now selling at $1 per 
bushel in the local market and are in great 
demand. There are orchards of other ap- 
ples in this county which annually produce 
from 100 to 400 bushels per acre.

FIRST CLASS ESTABLISHMENTS. 
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The Democratic Policy. 

Our readers understand, of course, that 
the resolution of the democratic congres- 
sional caucus .has not the force and 
authority of a declaration made by the 
party in convention. It simply stands 
for the views of democratic congressmen 


and is a’statement of their views. We | 


mention these facts for the reason that 
the wording of the resolution is vague 
and open tocriticism. It is possible for 
democrats to indorse the main purport 
of the resolution and yet reject some of 
its details. : 

For instance, it is asserted to be the 
determination of the democrats in con- 
gress to transfer to the natives on rea- 
sonable terms the rights ceded from 
Spain “when an independent govern- 
ment shall have been erected therein.” 
Now, the objection to this phraseology is 
its vagueness. Any form of govern- 
ment is an “independent” one if outsid- 
ers keep their hands off. It may be 
independent enough to care nothing for 
the rights of the people, as is the case 
with the czar’s government. Under 
these circumstances, the resolution can- 
not be said to express the intention o 
democrats. . 

Thig may be characterized as verbal 
. criticism, but ‘words become important 
when the¥ “are employed to describe a 
party policy. The real democratic pol- 
icy includes the pacification of the 
Islands ag far as possible, and their 
occupation until the natives are able 
to form a free government which shall 
be a better one for the people than that 
with which Spain provided them. This 
is the democratic policy with respect to 
Cuba, and, as that is precisely the poli- 
cy which the government is now carry- 
ing out in that island, we hear no demg- 
cratic criticism of the efforts which 
United States officials are making to 
regenerate and revive the forees calcu- 
lated to restore peace and prosperity. 

It is easy to say that we have no bus- 
iness in the Philippines. Circumstances 
have combined to give this country many 
temporary responsibilities in these 
islands, and. democrats who know what 
democracy meang will be the very last 
to deny the fact. It is the duty of 
this country to see that the nations and 
the various interests in the archipélago 
are given a better government than they 
have yet enjoyed; to put them on the 
road to political freedom: to sow on 


7 those islands the seeds of democracy 


which the democratic party has implant- 
ed in our own system; and to see that 
the people there do not become the vic- 
tims of the predatory nations cf Europe. 

This policy does not look to conquest 
or to annexation. It is purely demo- 
cratic, in that it recognizes the duty 
which this government owes to a weak 
and ill-trained people temporarily 
placed under its care by the fate or 
fortunes of war. In the end, it will 
be the policy of the whole people, If 
the administration were to announce 
to the Filipinos that the American 
_troops and war vessels were not in the 
Philippines for the purpose of conquer-

That Idle Cotton Mill. 

A few days ago The Constitution print- 
ed the fact that there was a cotton mill 
in Quitman which was not at work. 

This information has had the effect 
of drawing attention to the mill, and 
applications have already been received 
by the owners from different sources 
looking to the operation of the mill. 
The matter has been placed in the hands 
of Hon. S. 8. Bennett, mayor of the 
city, and the merchants and business 
men of Quitman and the farmers of 
Brooks county will make an effort to 
have Brooks county cotton fabrics placed 
upon the market. 

The Quitman Free Press, in noticing 
the work of The Constitution, ventures 
the assertion that every cotton mill in 
Georgia that has been under prudent 
business management has, during the 
last few years, paid handsome dividends 
on the money invested. The strongest 
proof of this statement is the fact that 
the owners of these mills are increasing 
the capacity of their plant. The Free 
Press says: 

The Lindale mills, near Rome. built with 
‘Massachusetts money two years ago, is be- 
ing doubled. This isa branch of the Mas- 
sachusetts mills, of Lowell, and the pro- 
prietors were so well pleased with the re- 
sult of the operations of the first twelve 
months that the: board of directors, at its 
meeting two months ago, promptly voted 
to double the capacity of the Lindale mills, 
and the work jis now being rapidly pushed 
to completion. 
new machinery in operation by April ist. 

The Trion mills, in Chattooga county, one 
of the oldest and most prosperous in the 
state, publish in the current issue of The 
Summerville News an application for an 
amendment to their charter; by which they 
will be allowed to increase their present 
capital stock from $450,000 to $600,000. This 
extra sum of $150,000 will be used in build- 
ing an additional mill, and adding new ma- 
chinery to the old mills. 

The history of the Trion mills alone 
would convince the most skeptical of the 
sure and safe returns from an investment 
in a cotton mill, when it is managed with 
ordinary business judgment. This mill was 


built in 1845, with a capital of $30,000. From 


that time until 1888, when a railroad was 
built by it, the goods had to be transported 
to market by teams,,a distance of twenty- 
five miles, over rough mountain roads, and 


_ yery often, in the,earlier years of its exist- 
ence, the supply of cotton to keép it fuh-* 
ning hadi'to be shauled back. “But fnot-< 


withstanding this and other drawbacks of 
a like character, the mills have prospered 
beyond precedent. and paid handsome divi- 
dends every year to its stockholders. 

Such facis as these must attract the 
attention of tae ‘business worid and 
lead to such an increase in cotton man- 
ufacture in the south as will give us 
the control of the manufactured fabrics 
as well as of the raw material. 

AF REELS OO GAGES 
Currency Reform and the Reform Club, 

Tie Reform Club of New York hastens 
to inform The Constitution that its ac- 
tivity in behalf of a reform in the cur- 
rency system which would give to the 
country a credit currency’ based 
on the commercial assets of the 
banks, is no new thing, and, in proof 
thereof, sends us two leaflet publications, 
one dated July 15, 1898, the other bear- 
ing date of December 5, 1898. We are 
also informed that the “former plat- 
form” of the club favored “a safe and 
elastic system of bank note currency.” 

Well, ‘The Constitution would not do 
injustice to the Reform Club. ‘The pub- 
licdtions sent us by the secretary are 
of a comparatively recent date, and 
its former platform is based on a desire 
to see the greenbacks retired, and nothing 
whatever is said. about the system of 
credit currency which Mr. Hammond 
has so happily shown the need of. Still, 
we are not over-nice about this matter; 
we would rather see the Reform Club 
earnestly engaged in following the 
suggestions of its later publications than 
to know when it began the crusade for 
credit currency. 

Yet we take the liberty of pointing out 
the fact that the Reform Club is op- 
posed to the “greenbacks, which. are 
based on the credit of the nation, while 


There is a hitch 
in this programme, -Now, The Consti- 
tution favors the greenbacks because 
they are a sound and safe form of cur-

Senator Bacon and the Army Bill. 

The action of Senator Bacon in voting 
for the army bill with the Gorman 
amendment was one dictated by the 
strongest common sense. 

The citizens of a country are not at 
all timeg at full liberty to make divi- 
sions which would be permissible at any 
other time. When a country resolves 
upon warfare it should do so with a 
united front. There will always be 
differences of policy and of detail, but 
they must give way before the great is- 
sue of “‘our country, always.” 

The war with Spain was one brought 
on pre-eminently by democratic agita- 
tion. The democratic party was fully 
committed to a free Cuba, without war 
if possible, but with war if necessary. 
The military part of the programme 
has passed into history, but there are 
questions of settlement which still re- 
main before us, and which devolve 
upon us double duties. The first duty is 
that of presenting a strong and united 
front to the world abroad. It matters 
not what our policy may be as eae 
the Philippines, our troops are ther 
by virtue of the war with Spain, and 
there they must remain until in the reg- 
ular and orderly course of events they 
may be withdrawn, These troops, while 
occupying Manila under an act of war, 
equally the work of democrats and re- 
publieans, were treacherously fired on 
by a set of men who have never secured 
international recognition either during 
Spanish dominion or since American 
occupation. It cannot be consented to 
that our forces should be made objects 
of amusement to any chance body of 
brigands who may happen along the 
way. The government must enforce 
its authority to the fullest extent, ready 
to negotiate at all times with men who 
approach it in a friendly manner, but 
equally as ready to crush out imperti- 
nent hostility. 

Taking advantage of these necessi- 
ties, the republican party sought to per- 
manently enlarge the army by a meth- 
od which does not appeal to the appro- 
bation of democratic legislators. These 
latter were willing to make any neces- 
sary provision for the present emergen- 
cy, but they were not willing that the 
present emergency should be used to 
fasten upon the country during peace 
times an army system which might not 
later. appeal>to the approval of the peo- 
ple at large. The situation which grew 
out of this question was becoming em- 
barrassing, emboldening the enemy _in 
the Philippines and threatening disturb- 
ance of our internal political conditions, 
if thrown over into the congressional 
recess without settlement. 

It was to meet this emergency that 
Senator Gorman proposed his amend- 
ment by which the increased army could 
bé continued in force until July 1, 1901, 
by which time present conditions will 
no doubt have changed for the—better 
and the congress of that day can legis- 
late as may be demanded by the condi- 
tions then arising. It was a common 
sense compromise, which wilt be ap- 
proved by the people without respect to 
party alignment, and in voting for it, 
Senator Bacon did the right thing. 


Judge Shelby’s Confirmation. 

Colonel J. T. Glenn has telegraphed 
United States Senator Bacon asking him 
to make no opposition to the confirm- 
ation of the nomination of Hon. David 
D. Shelby to be circuit judge of this fed- 
eral circuit. ; 

As Colonel Glenn had been a candi- 
date for this same office, his request 
to Senator Bacon is a proof of the high 
character of his mind and heart. Such 
generosity to a successful competitor is 
one which sheds light upon his unsuc- 
cessful rival. Many other gentlemen 
of the Atlanta bar bave likewise united 
in the appeal to Senator Bacon. 

The Constitution trusts that Senator 
Bacon will not object further to the 
confirmation of the nomination of Judge 
Shelby. The nominee is a man of the 
highest character, and is qualified in 
every respect; for the office to which 
he has been named, and no good can 
come of prolonged opposition to his 
confirmation.

|1S THE FLAG IN CUBATO STAY? | 


Cienfuegos, Cuba, February 21.—It is an 
even Wager now that the American flag 
will never be pulled down in Cuba. Later 
on the odds may rapidly increase in favor 
of the’ flag remaining there permanently. 
This may seem a strange prophesy in the 
light of our congressional resolutions and 
the repeated declarations of the president. 


But the latter has himself said that “events 


determine destiny,” and that truth is just 
what is doing the work in Cuba at the 
present moment. 

The Cuban leaders, intoxicated by the 
knowledge that Cuba is freed from Spain, 
are now eagerly demanding its prompt 
emancipation by the Americans 45S well.

The press of Cuba is also in a Very antag- 
onistic frame of mind. Those newspapers 
that were always insurgent in sentiment 
and those which, since the expulsion of the 
Spaniards, have become more fiercely Cu- 
ban than the former, are both agreed in 
demanding the speedy removal of the 
American troops. They say our occupation 
is no longer demanded or desired; that 
“Cuba is for the Cubans,” and that the 
exercise of sovereign functions, even under 
military forms, by our authorities is a vio- 
lation of Cuban rights and is in bad faith 
of all our past promises concerning Cuba. 
They print their sentiments on this subject 
with brutal frankness. The acts of our of- 
ficials are criticised without reserve and 
even the appointments of Cubans to civil 
positions are made the subjects of bitter 
recriminations. In the speeches that are 
being made at the receptions given to 
Gomez on his tour there are many and but 
thinly veiled sentiments of hostility to 
American domination in any of the affairs 
of thte island. 


These are the very thee: however, that 
cause the discreet Cubans, the silent Span- 
jards and the immigrant Americans to fear 
the withdrawal of the troops and authority 
of the United States. Some of the former 
have frankly said to me that while the 
dream of their lives had been for a “free 
Cuba,” now they were afraid to see the 
dream realized in all its fullness. They 
know the men who will seize the offices 
and control the affairs of the country, and 
they fear them. The Spaniards who re- 
main, who desire to be counted with the 
Cubans, whose property and interests are 
all here upon the island, afe fearful of the 
domination of these Cuban qhiefs, whose 
ideas are bloody and. whose methods are 
brutal, The Americans who have come 
hither with the hope of taking part in the 
Cuban regeneration, with their money and 
enterprise, begin to see that they will not 
be safe under the government that shall be 
directed by these heroes of the highway— 
these statesmen of the machete. 

Suppose the United States were to resign 
authority tomorrow, to whom would they 
resign it? Where is the seat of govern- 
ment of the so-called “‘Republica Cubana?’ 
I have asked some well informed Cubans 


and they disclaim any knowledge of the 
| organization. ‘None of them are able to say 


that he voted for whoever is the president 
of the establishment. Maximo Gomez is 
going about as the generalissimo of the 
Cuban army, but nobody seems able to tell 
me who signed his commission as such, 
or whether he is Known to ‘have any au- 
thority to take over the command of the 
island from Major General Brooke. There 
is a “Cuban assembly” palavering fh Ha- 
vana, but none of the Cubans here remem- 
ber to have voted for any of its members 
nor to be acquainted with any of them! 

And if the United States lays down its 
responsibilities tomorrow, who is going to 
take them up and assume the consequences? 
There are mayors and councils throughout 
the island, appointed by our governors 
general, responsible to them for loyalty to 
the existing laws and dependent upon the 
United States authority and treasury for 
the collection of dues and for the payment 
of expenses. The Cubans have no treasury, 
no tax laws or machinery, no codes of 
civil or criminal jurisprudence, and all 
wauld be instant chaos the moment the 
United States resigned its present func- 
tions throughout the island,

The sensible people of the island, those 
who own the property and who are inter- 
ested in its politics, commerce and social 
economy, are all opposed to an American 
évacuation. They are a people who, at 
heart, desire more than anything else’ the 
annexation of Cuba to the United States 
and the establishment here of the freedom, 
laws and protection of the government of 
the United States. They do not dare to say 
these things openly now, but if the Amer- 
ican authorities will provide for a plebiscite 
Whereby the true sense of the people may 
be ascertained, an annexation party will 
promptly appear, and the chances are ex- 
tremely favorable for its overwhelmin 
victory. 4 

The sentiment for union with the United 
States grows with every new day of Amer- 
ican occupation. That a Cuban govern- 
ment would be weak, factional and full 
of the faults of tyros, who are but a degree 
less dangerous than tyrants, is but too evi- 
dent. Hence the prophesy I make is likely 
to come true—that “Old Glory” fe neve in 
Cuba to stay! .

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
The Causes of Failure. 


Editor Constitutlion—Many reasons have 
been advanced in The Constitution by dif- 
ferent writers for the state of affairs in 
this country, or why the farmer does or 
does not succeed, why capitalists will or 
will not invest in the south, but my expe- 
rience and observation as a farmer, mer- 
chant and broker for twenty years proves 
to me that those who do not take into 
consideration our own negligence and bad 
management fall short of the mark. 

For the past five years I have been deal- 
ing in stocks, bonds, loans and real estate, 
but last summer the war excitement made 
business dull in my line and I spent sev- 
eral weeks in the country. Farmers seem- 
ed to be in the enjoyment of plenty. Those 
whom I knew to be heavily mortgaged en- 
tertained like men of great wealth. Fruit 
trees were loaded down and on nearly 
every farm fruit was rottening on the 
ground in large quantities. Very few farm- 
ers made any effort to find a market for it, 
and none of them had hogs enough to con- 
Sume only a small per cent of it. The 
farm is the ideal life for the poor man. 
Most farmers would be in a good financial 
condition if they did not waste anything. 
They hire too much and too poor labor. 
What few stock they keep are neglected 
and left exposed to the weather. Very few 
keep any account of expenses. Poultry, 
butter, eggs, vegetables, etc., are consumed 
at home, rarely ever sold. Many farmers 
buy butter and eggs from the market 
when they have cows and hens of their 
own that only need attention to furnish 
them all they could consume and a surplus 
to sell. Most farmers complain about their 
hard lot in life until, when the sons are 
grown to manhood, they regard the farm 
as degrading and are on the lookout for 
something more respectable. 

Legislation won’t help the farmer. A 
few years ago men who had never been 
honored by political preferment turned pol- 
iticiam and claimed recognition on the 
ground that they would, by 
bring relief to the farmer. The farmer, 
hoping to obtain the relief the politician 
made him believe he so much needed, went 
into politics, but soon discovered that the 
hew politician could not do more than the 
old had done. A few then turned their 
attention to the farm, and by industry and 
economy brought about the relief they had 
through the politician been trying to get 
by legislation, but many become discon- 
tented and sold their farms, moved to 
town and ergaged in the mercantile busi- 
ness. The result is business is overdone. 
While farmers have been buying less cach 
year, merchants have been increasing and 
men Who have engaged in the mercantile 
business within the past ten years have 
failed, or been forced to quit business. Cor- 
porations are a standing threat against 
progress in this country. Over-estimated 
men are placed at the head of them. 

Boards of directors only play business 
and are associated with the corporation 
in name, only to deceive stockhoiders and 
investors, while high expenses are kept up 
and the capital dwindles. Debt is another 
curse to the south. The creditysystem is 


wrong, as well as ruinous, but as long as. 
he will 


the supply merchant can collect 
continue to put out his goods to be paid 
for in the fall and find plenty of farmers 
willing to pay the credit .price for the ac- 
commodation, but a kind providence has 
a@ way of working out the problems of 
men. The whole country would soon be 
insolvent. The supply merchant, finding 
the credit business no longer profitable, 
is trying to quit it. Men are being educated 
into broader and more liberal views. Ex- 
perience ‘s the best of teachers. Merchants 
and farmers are more in sympathy with 
each other than they have ever been. All 
prosperity is dependent on agriculture. The 
ragged coat on the farmer’s back means a 
loss of profit to the merchant. No busi- 
ness is more respectable, no calling in the 
world more ennobling, and it should be 
regarded as the highest. The business that 
gets the most attention to details is usual- 
ly the most prosperous and reflects most 
the pains taken by its managers. Push 
and energy succeed, success inspires con- 
fidence, confidence holds the world. together, 
Without it the foundation would crumble. 

The successful farmer is an object les- 
Son. All classes of men are looking to 
them as the hope of the country. The 
farmer who succeeds must always have 
something’ to sell. A small farmer, living 
near this place, keeps two milch cows. 
From these two cows his income is $4 per 
week from butter alone, bes'des what his 
family consumes. The surplus milk, fed 
to his pigs, make them grow rapidly and 
ready for the market when a few months 
He never comes to town without 
bringing pork, butter, poultry, vegetables 
or something else to sell. His cotton crop 
and a big surplus besides is clear profit 
each year. The south can absolutely ruise 
everything we need to eat and wear. Our 
mines and flelds are a source of boundless 
wealth, and we will in the near future 
surely provide homes and labor for untold 
millions. I. can recommend the farm to 
all who want to be independent and live 
pure, contented and happy. There is no 
reason why country people can’t have all 
advantages necessary for comfort. Some of 
the best educated people live on farms. 
Most of the leading men in the cities were 
raised onm the farm. The boy raised on the 
farm has the advantage. He has more el- 
bow room and freedom. There are youths 
in the cities who have energy and are 
full of creative genius. They should take 
hold of the present opportunities. The 
south holds out full hands to men of ener- 
€y, brains and capital. Rich mines await 
the pick that shall open their treasnres. 
Water powers wait for electric harness to 
ald them iin ‘accelerating motion. Bound- 
less cotton fields would welcome the spindle. 
Fertile fields wait only cultivation to pro- 
duce food for the millions.

David Jefferson Telfair has capped the 
Climax of his supra-colossal schemes and 
gigantic swindling operations with a Rip 
Van Winkle act with which he hopes to 
wipe out all the horror-haunted past and 
begin over again with a clear conscience 
and a clean record. 

Yesterday morning he suddenly awoke 
from his fake coma and asked: 

“Where am I at?’ 

The whereabouts of David was what sev- 
eral other people wanted to know, and 
this fact must have been one of the preg- 
nant theories which evoluted into a trance 
from which David claimed to have awak- 
ened after a sleep of some two years or 
more. | 

Telfair, as was published in yesterday’s 
Constitution, was brought from McDon- 
ough Monday night and taken to the Grady ’ 
hospital], At McDonough he fell into a sleep 
and it was believed he was stricken with 
paralysis of the brain; He had so often 
nearly paralyzed other folks with his brain 
that an attack on that imaginative organ 
was not out of order. 

Monday night the Grady hospital physi- 
cians made only a cursory examination of 
the patient, intending to diagnose his 
case more thoroughly yesterday morning. 
Telfair anticipate@ the diagnosis by wak- 
ing wp. 

He claimed that everything was a per- 
fect plank to him from August 15, 1896, up 
to his waking hour at the Grady hospital 
yesterday morning. He knew of no gigan- 
tic gold mining operations; he had no 
‘epilepseros with which to mine gold by 
electrolysis; he did not know he had come 
to Atlanta; he had no recollection of his 
imprisonment in the Tower for beating 
a firm out of six pair of shoes; he remem- 
bered nothing of hiring sixty negroes at 
$1 a day to go to his gold mines in Africa, 
and last and saddest, he said he had no 
wife. 

Wipes Out Eighteen Months. 
His story placed him in the position of 
having gone into a trance ‘on the night of 
August 15, 1896, when he was assaulted and

and ‘a sudden awakening when the clot 
suddenly disappeared, a tale that has add- 
ed many ia thrilling chapter to yellow-back

The Constitution predicted yesterday 
morning ‘that Telfair’s ‘‘spell’’ would be 
@ new and startling chapter to his re- 
markable career, but tne fell swoop 
utter annihilation of the past was beyond 
any ordinary predictions, 

His know-nothingism of his career in 
Atlanta is demonstrated by a very simple 
method of saying: 

“IT can’t remember it” when he is ques- 
tioned about anything he did in this city; 
but there were some misleading questions 
put to him by a representative of The 
Constitution which tended to show that 
he is adding another chapter to his grand 
series of colossal fakes.

How the Fakir Talks. 

Telfair was seen last night by The Con- 
stitution reporter. We was lying calmly 
and peacefully upon his cot in the white 
male ward at the Grady hospital. There 
was a restfulness about him that was re~ 
markable. He had swept away all his 
grand schemes, million-dollar mines and 
epilepseros as easily as he had created 
them, 

To every question about his acts in At- 
lanta he had but the one reply: “I know 
nothing of it at all. I thought that today 
was the 16th of August, 1996, and they tell 
me it is the 28th of February, 189. I 
thought last night was when I was waylaid 
by four masked men in Chicago and 
robbed.”’ 

He told the story of the robbery in Chi- 
cago when he was attacked: and relieved 
of a belt of diamonds that he had brought 
from Africa. He had a wealth of diamonds 
'—enough to make him the ‘““Diamond King”’ 
of America. The diamonds, he said, were 
worth nearly $500,000. He had gone to 
Africa to engage in mining and electrical 
engineering and worked for several mag- 
nates. He left when the Jameson raid 
took place. When he returned to America 
he went to Chicago to find ‘Jimmie’ 
O’Brien and had been in that city only a 
few davs when he was assaulted and 
robbed on a Saturday night. 

He knew nothing of the company he 
organized in New York, which was called 
the American Gold, Silver and Copper 
Electrolytic Extraction Company. ot 

He recalled his trip to Atlanta in 1891-92, 
and said at that time he helped organize 
a@ small company for mining gold in Geor- 
gia. 

' Farwell to the Epilepsero. 

When told of his claiming to have a secret 
process for mining gold by electroiysis, he 
said he knew nothing of it, and that such 
a thing must be a fraud. 

He was asked about his marrying, Miss 
Telfair, his cousin, in Atlanta, on January 
6th last, and he replied: 

“Why, I have no wife. I married in 1868 
and my wife died in 1874.’’

All of these blanks in memory were all 
right enough, according to his programme,

HUNTING SEASON WILL END — 
ON FIFTEENTH OF MARCH 


The joy of the bird hunter in Georgia who, 
through the winter months, has roamed the 
sage field and thinly wooded pine belt in 
search of quail and pheasant, will suddenly 
come to an end on the 15th of this month. 
The limit of the law for hunting all insec- 
tivorous birds will then be reached and 
the true hunter will not hesitate to consign 
his gun to its case for a season and his 
bird dog to the children to play with. 

The bird season which is fast drawing to 
a close has been an unusually successful 
one, and among hunters the past February 
is recognized as having been probably the 
best for both doves and quail of any Feb- 
ruary in recent years. Much of the success 
of the past month is attributed by the 
lovers of sport to the unusually cold weath- 
er which prevailed all through the month, 
and especially during the blizzard of two 
weeks ago the owner of a gun who pos- 
sessed the hardihood to seek the fields 
met with unusual luck. 

During the hard spell of weather, when 
the thermometer was below zero in nearly 
every part of the state numbers of doves 
and partridges froze to death, and in some 
cases they were afterwards found in coves 
and- sheltered places in the field standing 
on their feet, but frozen stiff. | 

In the section of the state just below 
Macon the dove shooting was good and 
thoroughly satisfactory to the ordinary 
hunter, although there was a general ab- 
sence of baiting. 

The Bird Law of ’96. 

The bird law passed by the state legis- 
lature in 1895 prohibited the shooting or 
destroying Of birds in any manner between 
April lst and November ist. Changes- had 
beem made in the date when the hunting 
should leave off almost by every legislature 


prior to that of 1896, but since then the 


statute has not changed except with refer- 
ence to doves. It’ was the belief of the 
representatives from the rural districts that 
the shooting of insectivorous birds should 
cease before April ist for the reason that 
mating began before or by March 1léth and 
that. under the statute of 1895 birds that 
had begun their nests were killed in num- 
bers all over the state. Consequently the 
legislature of 1896 changed the date when 
the shooting should cease from April ist 
to March 16th. The following is the game 
law of 1896, which still holds good in the 
state: 


“Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, and it is hereby 
enacted by authority of’ the same, That 
om and after the passage of this act it 
shall be unlawful for any person to shoot, 
tfap, kill, ensnare, net or destroy in any 
ifaniner any wild turkey, pheasant, part- 

i\dge, quail or other insectivorous or sing- 


ing bird, except English sparrows, crows, 
larks, rice birds, night hawks, wheat birds 
and doves between the 15th day of March 
and the lst day of November.”’ 

The limit on doves was placed by the 
same act from March 15th to August 15th 
The reason commonly Known among hunt- 
ers for this exception is that the dove raises 
but one brood during the season, while the 
quail and partridge raise two and with a 
larger number of eggs to the brood than 
common with doves. 

Dove Baiting To Stop. 

The humane act of the present legislature 
at its last session in making it a penal 
offense to bait doves at any season of the 
year or to kill doves thus baited has met 


with the full approval of all true sports- 
: 


men, 

Thousands of doves were decoyed in this 
way in January and February of each year 
up to the time the present law went into 
effect and complaints came into the legis- 
lature from every part’ of the state asking 
that some action be taken against the 
wholesale slaughter of these birds by so- 
called sportsmen. 

The particular instance that drew on the 
law passed at the last session was a party 
of 100 hunters who went from Macon to 


Leesburg in February, 1897, to hunt: doves. 


in a field that had been baited for them for 
a number of weeks past. In fwo days’ hunt 
the army of bird vandals slaughtered over 
20,000 doves. To the simple people of the 
neighborhood the racket sounded like artil- 
lery practice, but wonder at the thing soon 
ceased and changed into indignation at the 
wanton slaughter. Birds that had been 
wounded were picked up in great numbers 
for weeks by the people of the country 
round. The best shots in'the party bagged 
between 300 and 400 in two days, while 
others fell far below that number. Mem- 
bers of the party stated afterwards that 
they had no sport and that it required no 
skill to kill the hungry doves that had no 
other place to get their food but in the 
field where they found it for weeks past. 

The law against baiting doves, however, 
has not proved altogether a preventive, for 
during the week just past it is stated on 
good authority that a large party engaged 
a baited field at Leesburg and slaughtered 
thousands again, knowing at the same time 
that they were violating a law of the 
state. 

It is expected that the grand jury of 
Lee county will take action agdinst the 
members of the party when it meets. It 
is needless to say that it is the earnest 
wish of all true sportsmen that the mem- 
bers of the party be arraigned and ecn- 
victed.,

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STARTLING STORY TOLD BY A.MAN 
WHOM PENDLEY TRIED TO MURDER 


\ 


Joseph $, Cronin, Who Was Near the Scene of Crime, Was 
Assaulted by Pendley Last Spring, 


CASE WAS IN POLICE COURT 


Pendley Was Trled for the Assault and 
His Conduct Was a: Mystery, 


WAS GEO. BANKSTON MIXED UP IN IT? 


Cronin Now Knows That Pendley Was 
Led To Believe He Knew the 
Murderers—Story of the At- 
tack on Cronin Iast 
February. 


A sensational feature in the Ponder case 
was discovered by The Constitution yester- 
day, which throws more light on the con- 
fession of Pendley and adds another link 
of corroboration to the statement that he 
and Bankston killed the policeman. 

Joseph §S. Cronin, a young man who 
works for the Keiley Coal and Ice Com- 
pany, was attacked by Pendley with a 
knife last spring, and Pendley was arrest- 
ed and tried in the police court. At the 
time Cronin could not account for the at- 
tack and for the further fact that Pendley 
had dogged his steps for three days, wait- 
ing for an opportunity to kill him. Cronin 
did not know Pendley, and hig only theory 
of the case then was that the man either 
wanted to rob him or was demented. Now 
that Pendley has confessed to the murder 
of Ponder, Cronin sees why Pendley want- 
ed to murder him, 

At the time Ponder was murdered Cro- 
nin worked for the baggage company and 
was directly opposite the Steinau store 
when the murder was committed. He was 
one of the very first per6éons on the scene 
of the crime and rushed into the front 
door almost in time to see the murderers. 
When O’Quinn was arrested Cronin was 
vehement in ‘his expression of the opinion 
that O’Quinn was not guilty, and stated 
that he saw O’Quinn in the saloon next 
door to Steinau’s place when Ponder was 


dhot down. Cronin became so emphatic in 
his assertions of O’Quinn’s innocence that 


the impression doubtless got out that he | 


knew a great deal more about the commis- 
sion of the crime that he really did. Such 
an opinion must have reached Pendley, 
On the 30th of March, 1898, a few months 
after the crime, Pendley began to shadow 
Cronin, who tad quit the baggage com- 
pany and was working for E. B. Hwing, 
furniture dealcr, at the corner of Decatur 
and Butler streets. Cronin ascertained that 
he was being followed, and on February 
Ist he saw Pendley near him on Decatur 
street. He went into the Imperial theater 
and asked Mr. Ed Mathews to go with 
him to the bank. As Mathews and Cronin 
were near the Gould building Pendley sud- 
denly ran up to Cronin and tried to stab 
him with a knife, and would doubtless 
have done it but for the interference of 


Mathews. 
Was Seized and Held. 

Pendley was seized by the two men and 
held until Officers H. D. White and J. M. 
Seals took charge of him. 

The case against Pendley is on the police 
docket, No. 1050, dated February 1, 1898. 
The trial took place in the police court 
on the afternoon of February 2d, and Pend- 
ley denied following Cronin or even know- 
ing him. He offered no explanation for his 
conduct, and it was believed he was daft. 
The charge was idling and loitering and 
Judge Calhoun imposed a fine of $10.75, 
telling Mr. Cronin that the could take out a 
warrant for the assault if he chose to do 
so. Cronin said he was willing to let the 
matter drop if Pendley would promise to 
jet him alone, and the promise was given. 

Pendley was sent to the city chaingang, 
but a few days later some unknown party 
paid him out. . 

The police reporter of The Constitution 
recalled the trial of Pendley yesterday and 
sought Mr. Cronin at the office of the Kei- 
ley Coal company. 

‘Yes, I remember the arrest of Pendley,” 
he said, “and since Pendley confessed to 
the murder of Ponder I know now that he 
wanted to kill me because he thought I 
knew something of his connection with the 
crime. I believed at the time the man was 
crazy, but now I am satisfied that he want- 
ed me out of the way, thinking I might 
tell something on him.’’

Washington, February 28.—The feature of 
che court of inquiry into General Mils’s 
beef charges today was an object lesson in 
canned meats prepared by the court and 
served to the non-commissioned men who 
testified at yesterday's hearing. The court 
had prepared eight plates of beef, fresh 
beef, canned beef, that had been to Cuba 
and back and canned beef fresh from the 
factory. Four pilates were prepared hot 
in a stew and four cold as they came from 
the can, the fresh beef being boiled to make 


it nesemble the others. 

The enlisted men were ordered 
ple|each and say which was the sort they 
had in Cuba. It was a trying ordeal for 
the men. Most of them declared none of 
the plates contained anything they had 
eaten in Cuba. By repeated assurances 
that there was campaign beef in two of 
the| plates, and after being urged that they 
ghould at least choose ‘‘to the best of their 
belief,”” the court succeeding in getting an: 
expression of opinion from each of the 
men. 

An army surgeon, Dr, Bowden, kept tally 
on the guesses of the men and changed the 
positions of the plates after each witness 
left the room. The result of the record 
was not made public, however, and will be 
reserved till Dr. Bowden testifies, probably 
some time this week. | 
‘The most interesting witness of the day 
was Lieutenant Ramsey, of the Ninth in- 
fantry, who had served as a commissary 
officer at Bacquiri 2nd Santiago, and who 
characterized the canned roast beef as an 
“unpalatable and uninviting grade of in- 
ferior meat’? which he would not willingly 
feed to any men, sick or well. 

Colone] Davis then had a can of beef 
opened and asked the witness to inspect 
it, saying it had come back from Cuba. 

Lieutenant Ramsey smelled it, tasted it 
and pulled some of it apart, saying it was 
decidedly better beef than any he had seen 
in Cuba. It was more like that he had 
handlea@ at his barracks, but he still did 
not feel like recommending it as a good 
thing to feed soldiers. 

‘ihe witness was asked if he had any 
reason to believe that any of the meat is- 
sued in Cuba had been chemically treated. 

“Only as a matter of general knowledge,” 
he replied. 

“What do you mean by that?” said the 
recorder. 

“Well, I have been informed by butchers 
and others, and have generally understood 
that it is the practice of the large packing 
houses to treat the exterior of tne meat 
cifemically with a preparation which will 
coagulate the albumen and thus protect the 
interior. It is the custvm to trim off the 
outer surface of the beef before it is 
used.”’

Beef Caused Sickness. 

Colonel Gilkspie questioned the witness 
with some asperity when he ventured the 
opinion that the meat was un- 
fit for sick men to use, but 
withess replicd firmly that he considered 
ii unfit to feed@ to men either sick 
or well. He considered it responsible in 
considerable part for the sickness and 
stomach. trouble among the men. He had 
it frequently on his table, but never tasted 
it but once. Neither did his sergeants eat 
it more than a few times.

The contractors had asked leave 
to go over the cars and remove the defec- 
tive cans. This was done, so he under- 
stood, and the cars afterward accepted, 

Hie opened some of these cans after they 
had been accepted. The contents were 
softer than that -in the average cans he 
had seen, but he should say better than 
some he had seen in Porto Ré:o and in 
Havana. 

Colonel Smith said he had recommended 
meat as a good thing, and he recollected 
he had been informed by the commissary 
general that it was too expensive to be 
generally introduced into the army. 

After the afternoon session the enlisted 
meh were served with the beef. Serg-ant 
Alexander was the first. He looked blank- 
ly at the line of plates, turned the samples 
over with the fork and said ihat “there 
didn’t any of it look like we had in Cuba.”

Phillips & Hastings Indieted by the 
Grand Jury.

Hasting Is Away and Phillips Says 
He Was Victimized, Too. 


Contracts Fell Due and the Money Was 
Not Forthcoming—Was a Gi- 
* gantic Scheme. 


New York, February 28.—The grand jury 
today indicted Samuel Phillips and George 
Hastings, of the advertising firm of George 
Hastings & Co., on the charge of obtaining 
advertising contracts under false pretenses. 
The amount involved is said to be more 
than $200,000 and the victims number hun- 
dreds and are in all parts of the country. 
Recorder Goff issued a bench warrant to- 
day for the arrest of the two men. Phil- 
lids was taken into custody but it was 
learned that Hastings is in Europe and had 
been last at Monte Carlo. 

Former Assistant’ District Attorney Ver- 
non M. Davis said George Hastings was in 
1898 a reputable citizen with an excellent 
record and credit with local merchants. In 
that year he made a contract with the 
French firm which manufactures “Vin Ma- 
riana,"’ @ proprietary medicine, to hhandle 
their American contracts for advertising 
purposes. By his contract with the con- 
cern the firm referred all solicitors for ad- 
vertising contracts to Hastings & Co. 

Taking advantage of. his already well es- 
tablished reputation, he represented that 
he had to wait from *hree months to six 
months for ‘his money from the French 
house and in this way almest every paper 
In the United States and Canada gave him 
credit for from three to six months. The 
first lot of contracts were paid for prompt- 


ly as they fell due and a second lot were 
_ taken readily by the papers and journals, 

and others, learning of the credit of George 
Hastings & Co., also agreed to print the 
medicine advertisement. 

On December lith of last year Hastings 
sailed for Europe. The contracts began to 
fall due after his departure. The credit- 
ors communicated with the French firm, 
and they reported ‘having paid Hastings in 
full for all the advertising. 

Phillipps was then sought and he claimed 
to have been. victimized himself. Mr. Da- 
vis says, however, that Phillipps confided 
in L, H. Goldsoll, a diamond merchant 
of this city, that he was in all of Hastings’s 
secrets and had shared the profits. Mr, 
Goldsoll so testified before the grand jury 
and the indictments were the result. 

According to Davis, Hastings and Phil- 
lipps did not limit their operations to the 
patent medicine mentioned. They formed 
@& “diamond’’ company. Hastings, Phil- 

lipps and two young women were partners. 
They leased a large Broadway store and 
advertised a stone which was warranted 
to be the equal in every respect of the best 


African diamond. The New York papers 
printed the advertisements of this concern 
by the page and nearly every paper in the 
United States also'took contracts. 

At first the stenes were offered for $1 
each. The first crop of customers was very 
large and money wis poured into the ‘‘dia- 
mond cempany”’ by:the bushel. The next 
offer was “your choice’ for 50 cents, and 
after the investors began to grow scarcer 
the ‘‘diamonds” were sold for 25 cents each. 
Even at this figure the profits were very 
large. 

The contracts for the “diamond” adver- 
tising were let almost simultaneously with 
those for the patent medicine and began 
to fall due at the same time, with the 
same result, that creditors are still seeking 
their money.

Members of Finance Committee Are 
Said To Be in Favor of the Ap- 
propriation—Miss Wallace

The finance committee of the city council 
will hold @ special meeting at the city hall 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon for the purpose 
of considering the offer of Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie to donate $100,000 to this city for a 
free circulating library. 

One of the conditions of Mr. Carnegie’s 
proposed gift is that the city appropriate 
$5,000 per annuum for the maintenance of the 
library. Mayor Woodward sent a special 
mssage to the council at the last meeting 
recommending an appropriation of this 
amount for this purpose. Th‘e paper was 
referred to the finance committee, which 
will prepare a report thereon this afternoon 
and present the same to the council Mon- 
day. 

A committee from the Young Men’s Libra- 
ry, consisting of Messrs. W. M. Kelly, J. 
R. Nutting and T. H. Martin, will meet 
with the finance committee this afternoon 
for the purpose of discussing the question 
of lecation, etc., of the new library build- 
ing. It has been suggested that the struc-. 
ture be erected on the site of the present 


Mbrary on Marietta street, but it is impos- | 


sible to state now just what site will. be 
decided.on. . 

The ‘conference this afternoon will be of 
great importance to the city of Atlanta, and 
there is no doubt that the committee will 
agree| on a report favoring the appropria- 
tion. wae 

Miss Wallace Talks. 

Miss Anne Wallace, the librarian of the 
Young Men’s Library, was seen yesterday 
afternoon and she made the following in- 
teresting statement on public libraries: 


“li has just occurred to me, now that the 
whole town is interested in the subject of 
the public library, that it would be timely 
to give an account of public libraries as 
they are administered in other cities. 


“While Atlanta has many problems to [ 


settle before the full public library will be 
opened to the people, there is not a single 
obstacle that may not be overcome. Such 
probléms as may present themselves, while 
new to us, have been met in other cities 
which are now enjoying the privileges of 
the free public agent A 

The following outline is compiled from 
statistics furnished by about sixty of the 
leading libraries of this country. Allowing 
for local conditions, the nature of the libra- 
‘4 and the classes of people to be reached, 
there. are certain gener laws that may 
be laid down for the government of a free 
public library supported by the people. 


How Supported. 


“A free city Hbrary may be supported by 
direct taxation (one mill to every thousand 
dollars taxable property) or by special tax, 
or by ah appropriation by the common 
council, out of a general fund it is found 
best to have a fixed form of revenue, rath- 
rE nom one subject to changes of council 
action. 


How Constituted. 


“Public libraries are usually governed by 
a board of trustees, the board varying in 
number from three to nine men. This board 
of trustees is composed of the best element 
wf the ¢ity, it is removed from local politics, 
and is the best form of administering a 
public library. The board elects its own 
officers and is divided in the following 
Standing committees: Finance, books and 
administration. The board of trustees 
makes to the municipality an annual report, 
which shows the amount of money received 
from al) sources and the purposes for which 
it has been expended, the number of books 
bought during the year, the number in the 
library, the extent of their use and other 
facts of general interest tending to exhibit 
the proper discharge of the trust. These 
reports are published for public information. 
Regular meetings are usually held once a 
month. Thsee meetings are open to the 
public, and the newspapers may ~ publish 
news of general interest. Acounts against 
the board are first passed on by the proper 
committee, who indorse their approval to 
the board, which orders a warrant on the 
treasurer in payment.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


If Rudyard Kipling recovers from his 
present illness, he will have the extreme 
Satisfaction of knowing that his near ap- 
proach to death was the cause of a greater 
anxiety among all classes and conditions 
than falls to the lot of the average literary 
man. F 

The past few days have conclusively pro- 
ven that Mr. Kipling is the greatest popu- 
lar idol in the Mterary world of today in 
this country, despite the many caustic re- 
marks that he has let fall coneerning Amer- 
icans and Americanisms. People that one 
would never suppose eared for Hterature 
of the Kipling type, have eagerly scanned 
the papers to find out if there was any 
change in the condition of the celebrated 
poet. In Atlanta interest has been particu- 
larly great. Up to as late as 1 o’clock, for 
the past two nights, telephone messages 
-have been received at The Constitution ask- 
ing anxiously for the latest bulletins of 
the author's condition. 

The personality of Mr. Kiplingvhas never 
been such as to draw people to‘him. He is 
eold and unapproachable in the extreme. 
But all the world loves genius, and Kipling 
is a genius whose like is not born every 
day. 


Mr. Earnest Hardy, formerly of company 
K, Ray’s immunes, has returned to the city 
from Salidad, Cuba, where a portion of 
his regiment is now stationed. While in 
Cuba Mr. Hardy’s health was shattered al- 
most completely, and his voice all but lost 
from the effects of exposure while on guard 
duty. Among other interesting things Mr. 
‘Hardy says that he has a surfeit of Cuba. 
The gaud and glitter of war has no longer 
any attractions for him, and so far as he is 
concerned the "Cubans may run riot over 
the entire island. . 

‘“We Would have fared very well, in Cu- 
ha,” said Mr. Hardy, “tf we had. had‘plenty 
to eat anddrink, good medical attention and 
pure air. With the exception of those tri- 
fling drawbacks our stay was as delightful 
as a mid-summer night's dream. For in- 
Stance, the scenery was simply glorious; 
when we were hungry and our stomachs 
went on a strike at the mere mention of 
hardtack and poorly cooked meat, all we 
had to do was to feast our eyes on the 
glories of the Cuban Suffset and forget that 
we had such a thing as a stomach, or that 
appetites existed. Oh, it was a charming 
little trip! I’m going there next summer, I 
don’t think. 

“When we left Salidad, which is a small 
town some eight or nine miles from Guan- 
tanamo, nearly every man in my company 
was bodily run down in health and wanted 
to come home. We got plenty of food, such 
as it was, but the great trouble was that 
We couldn’t get it cooked properly. The - 
cooks we took along with us simply refused 
to work; they didn’t go on a strike or any- 
thing like that, they simply drifted into 
the characteristic state that possesses the 
soul of the average Cuban, and forsook 
fires and saucepans for the shade of the 
neatest palmetto palm. They even caught 
the lingo of the Cubans. 

“Hi, there, John, when’s dinner goin’ to 
be ready?” we'd yell. 

“ ‘Quien Sabe,’ would come from an adja- 
cent brush from which the smoke of a 
cigarette was lazily curling. 

“And then there’d be a choice assortment 
of Anglo-Saxon oaths from a score of Amer- 
ican throats and a shower of stones aimed 
at the bush. The cook would walk lazily 
out from his shelter and go to work with 
a sigh. The chances were that he’d go to 
sleep while the meat was cooking, and the 
meat would get burned, : 

“Yes, I'm dead stuck on soldiering—es- 
pecially in Cuba.”’

Colonel W. G. Obear, inspector general 
of the state, in accordance with general 
order No, 2 issued last week. by the adju-. 
tant general, will today begin his work 
of inspecting the Georgia militia. 

The task of the inspector general will 
begin in this city and the commanders of 
the twelve organisations compos:ng Atlan- 
ta’s quota to the national guard have been 
notified of the day on which to assemble 


their men for the inspection. Completing 


the Atlanta companies, Colonel Obear will 
proceed at once to the headquarters of 


some ather regiment in the state—which | 
one he has not decided—and carry on the | 


inspection in this way unt:l every com- 
mand in the state has passed muster or has 
been reported wanting. 

The organizations to be reported in the 
latter class is expected to be larger than 
was at first anticipated, since it is the 
desire of the adjutant general to have a 
thorough renovation, to put in young and 
active and enthusiastic men where the 
company organizations have been allowed 
to drag along in slipshod style without 
any show of pride in the command of the 


state. 
Atlanta Artillery Tonight. 

The first command to come under the 
keen inspe@tion of Colonel Obear will be 
the, Atlanta Artillery, who will oe drawn 
up in their armory tonight to nass in re- 
view before the inspector general. During. 
the day Colonel Obear will be engaged in 
inspecting the properties of the command, 
seeing that everything is properly arranged 
and that the property of the command 
is in good order. 

Tomorrow night the inspection «f ‘the 
Governor's Horse Guards will he held; Iri- 
day night the Atlanta Zouaves wii] be in- 
spected in their armory, and Saturday n’ght 
the Fifth Machine Gun battery will pass 
in battle array before the inspector gen- 
eral. 

The inspector's dates for next Week have 
not been arranged so far, but it is‘probable 
that all the local commands will be fin- 
ished with by the end of next week. 

Of the companies of the city, three of 
them are colored, and it is the intention 
of Colonel Obear to give these commands 
as fair and at the same time as r'gic an 
examination as that in store for the white 
companies. The dates for the neyro com- 
panies will be fixed for some tiide near 
the last of next week. Being engagel with 
the inspection Of the properties of the 
commands in the day and with the com- 
pany itself at night, the time of the in- 
spector general will be taken up latgely by 
the work and it will not be pussible for 
him to inspect more than one command 
during a day. 

Such companies as fail to come up to the 
requirements will be reported to Governor 
Candler through his adjutant general, Colo- 
nel Phil G. Byrd, and action will be taken 
on the inspector general's report that may 
not be pleasant or pleasing flattery to the 
ear of such company comman-ters. 

Talk with Colonel Obear. 

The fate of the state militia is resting

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PAY FOR TEACHERS 


WILL BEGIN TODAY 


First Salaries for State Teachers To Be 
Granted This Morning. 


STATEMENTS ARE COMING IN 


Amount Required for January Salaries | 


Falls Unusually Low, | 


WARRANT TO BE DRAWN OF GOVERNOR 


The Payment Begins This Year One. 
Month Sooner Than It Bver Be- 
gun Before in the State. 


The state treasury will be called upon 
this morning by Commissioner Glenn for 
the salaries of schoo]‘teachers in Georgia 
for the month of January, and the teachers 
of the state will receive their pay just one 
month earlier than usual. 

At a conference between Governor Can- 
dier, Commissioner Glenn and Treasurer 
Speer some days ago, it was decided to be- 
gin the payment of the teachers on or 
soon after March Ist. An act was passed 
by the legislature at its last session re- 
quiring the payment of the teachers at the 
end of each month’s work. This act was 
soon recognized as inoperative on account 
of the necessity to pay first the pensions 
for the veterans and their widows in the 
State, and the best agreement that could 
be reached between the department of 
education and the treasury was ‘that the 
Salaries for the first month of the year 
should be paid March ist. 

So far, eighteen counties have ont in an 
itemized statemient from the county com- 
missioners giving the amount due to each 
teacher in the county. These statements 
are first, of course, prepared by the teach- 
ers themselves, and then audited by the 
county school board before transmitting 
it to the office of the state commissioner. 

Reaching the office of the state commis- 
sioner his indorsement of the itemized 
statement is necessary. Passing through 
these channels, it requires a considerable 
time to reach the department of the treas- 
ury. 

Requisition will be made on the governor 
this morning for the amount deemed nec- 
essary to meet all the expenses for the 
month of January, and it is possible that 
one-fifth of the entire appropriation will 
be asked for, amounting to $280,000. All of 
this amount, however, may not be availa- 
ble in the treasury, and it is also proba- 
ble that the salaries due the teachers in 
most sections of the state will be found 
much lower than usual. This condition is 
due to the fact that the weather has been 
so bad throughout the winter that little 
teaching could be done in the «country sec- 
tions, and consequently the teachers, in 
many instances, have not earned their gsal- 
aries, 

When a warrant has been issued by the 
governor on the treasury for the amount 
necessary for the teachers, checks are is-. 
Sued by the treasurer to each county school 
commissioner in the state for the sum 
needed by him in paying all the teachers in 
his county. 

It igs expected that a statement wil! be 
received from nearly all the commission- 
ers in the state before the end of next 
‘week, while some of them will not reach 
the state house until near the end of the 
month. As fast as the statements come 
in they ‘will be turned over by the commis- 
sioner to the treasury, and the amount 
asked for will be forwarded by check to 


There has been a clamor in the state 
from some of the teachers for compliance 
with the law requiring payment to be made 
at the close of each month, but the of- 
ficials in the treasury department have 
done all that could be done, and the teach- 
ers ‘will rest content with having received 
their first month’s pay one month earlier 
than ever before. .

LIQUIDATION WAS INDUCED 


Talk of Possibility of Tighter Call 
Money a Depressing Factor. 
London Small Buyer. 


New York, February 28.—There were av- 
erage declines today of from 1 to 2 points 
among the leading stocks, including the 
railways, which, in the case of Burling- 
ton, there was an extreme decline of 4%. 
The specialties, although showing consider- 
able streugth at one time, made extreme 
declines from the highest that were gen- 
erally large. Metropolitan 4g 4%, Consoli-

Decided To Hold-a Musical Festival Here 
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‘Thomas Will Be Assured $3,500. To 
Brlng Hs Organization, 
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‘TD PLAY THREE NIGHTS AND A MATINEE 


It Is Decided To Make an Annual Mus- 
‘ical Festival a Permanent Insti- 
tution in Atlanta—Great En- 
thusiasm at the Meet- 
ing Yesterday. 


In answer to a cail of Secretary Martin, 
do} the Atlanta Business Men’s League, a 
number of prominent citizens assembled in 
the league offices in the Prudential building 
at noon yesterday and inaugurated a move- 
ment to organize an association for the 
establishment of a permanent musical fes- 
tival in Atlanta every ,spring. 

The object of the organization will be to 
bring the best musical talent in-the coun- 
try to this city every year for a series of 
concerts lasting three or four days. 

The meeting was characterized by great 
enthusiasm, and it was unanimously de- 
cided tv bring Theodore Thomas and his 
world-famed orchestra here for three nights 
and a matinee April 17th, 18th and 19th, at 
the Grand. Mr. Griffin, the representative 
of Thomas, was at the meeting, and the 
citizens present offered to give Mr. Griffin 
a guarantee of $3,500 for the engagement. 
Mr. Thomas would not come to Atlanta 
for less than this figure, and at $100 each, 
nearly a sufficient number of citizens have 
placed their names to the guarantee to 
sccure this amount. 

There is no doubt that Theodore Tgomas 
has the greatest orchestra in the worl. 
His concerts at the world’s fair, and in the 
largest cities of the country, have elicited 
the most enthusiastic plaudits, and this 
man tuny truthfully be said to be a master 
of the jart. He will make a tour of this 
eec.iiou of the country in April, stopping 
only in| Nashville, Atlanta and St, Louis. 
Jic will bring a number of eminent soloists 
with him, and his concerts will probably be 
the tuost artistic and thoroughly enjoyable 
musical treats ever heard in this city. 

Thc movement really originated with the 
Atlanta Lecture Association. It was the 
Acsire of this o1ganization to bring Thomas 
te Atlanta, but it could not furnish the 
guurantee. Mr. W. Woods White, secre- 
tary of the association, called on Mr, Mar- 
tin. of the Business League, and it was de- 
cided to have a meeting of the league with 
a view 
city, -by 
urganizing a permanent festival associa- 
tlon. 

Mr. White Made Chairman. 

The meeting was called to order by 
fecretary Martin, and Mr. White was elect- 
ed chairman, He stated that the object 
of the gather'ng was to see if the guaran- 
tee for the entertainment could be raised. 
Ele stated that the total expenses would be 
about $1,000, about $3,500 of which would 
have to| go to Thomas. 

“There is no doibt,” saia Mr. White, 
“that this concert, or series of concerts, 

w.il be one of the best treats Atlanta has 
ever heard, and the Atlanta Concert As- 
sociation is anxious to complete its present 

fevton With this event. .I do not think 
there will be any trouble in securing suffi- 
cient guarantors to raise the necessary 
amount, and in my opinion it will be a 
good inyestment because I believe a good 
profit can be made’on the concerts.”’ 

W. lL. Peel, Dr. Joe Jacobs, W. H. Kiser 
and others joined in the discussion, all 
being heartily in favor of the idea. Mr. 
White stated that the concert association 
had $750 on hand which it would subscribe 
toward the guarantee.

RAILWAY BOARD 


HAS A FIELD DAY) { 


Ex-Governor Atkinson Appears fer the 
Citizens of Newnan, 


THEY WANT RATES REDUCED 


Fiesident George C. Smith Makes Re- 
ply for His Company. 


SAYS HIS ROAD WEEDS THE MONEY 


All the Earnings Above 6 Per Cent 
Are Spent in Making Improve- 
ments and Good Service.

The rallroad commission had a field day 
yesterday. A depot case and two rate 
cases were set for hearing and a score of 
railway officials, attorneys and witnesses 
were present, 

The board got to work at 11:30 o'clock, 
and after an ‘hour and a half at dinner, re- 
turned and sat until 5 o'clock. This was 
an unusual day’s work for the board. 


Only two cases. were heard, the motion to 
reduce the rates on the Atlanta and West 
Point and the petition of citizens of Dublin 
for a new union passenger station. 

Commissioner T. C, Crenshaw wanted te 
get off at 4:50 o'clock to catch a train, but 
Chairman Trammell did not say anything. 
When 5 o’clock came and Commissioner 
Crenshaw’s train had gone, the chairman 
stated that he had to catch a train, and 
he adjourned the proceedings until this 
morning. Commissioner Crefishaw said 
that. he was willing to go on with the hear- 
ings until 8 o’clock and try to get through 
with everything, but the chairman weut 
home. 

The Macon case was next ‘on the docket, 
but Mr. Sparks, who had read about a pos- 
sible riot among the mustered out soldiers 
in his city, said that he wanted to go homé. 

“I could not. éleep @ wink up here,’’ he 
said. “I want to go home. If there is to 
be a wot I wish to be there.’’ 

One of the Macon men telephoned home 
to find out about the riot, and he was as- 
sured that peace reigned. Mr, Sparks was 
afraid that there mignt be trouble tonight 
or tomorrow, and he did not think he could 
come back this week. So the Macon mat- 
ter went over and no date was set, as MY. 
Culp ,traffic manager of the Southern rail- 
way, could not come back next week. It 
is probable that the Macon ¢ase will be 
heard about March 13th if it is not dropped 
before that time, 

Ex-Governor Atkinson Speaks. 

‘Ex-Governor W. Y¥. Atkinson appeared 
for the citizens of Newnan, who were askK- 
ing that the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road be put in the firse viass, which would 
amount to a reduction in the company’s 
local rates. NO evideuce Was introduced. 
The @x-governor spoke for two hours, in- 
sisting that the Atlanta and West Point's 
earnings were so far above its. expenses 
and fixed oharges that in justice to the 
patrons along the line,’ the local rates ought 
to be reduced. Taking the company's earn~- 
ings for last year, he stated that even if 
the reduction were made, the eompany 
would still have on that basis $35,000 after 
paying operating expenses and 6 per cent 
on ite debentures and stock. He argued 
that the road ought not to be permitted to 
collect rates. which would give it a surplus 
to enable it to build a belt line around At- 
lanta. If the company wanted a belt line, 
the stockholders ought to put up the money 
out of their own pockets. He contended 
that the Atlanta and West Point belonged 
in the first class as much as the Georgia 
or the Chattanooga Southern railroads. He 
cited the decision of the interstate com- 
merce commission in the Calloway case to 
the effect that the rates from New Orleans 
to LaGrange and other local points on 
the Atlanta and West Point are unreason- 
ably high, but which rates the United 
States circuit court has held are not in vio- 
lation of the interstate commerce law. The 
local rates aré so much higher than the 
through rates, which the roads fix them- 
selves, that it follows that the former are 
unjustly high, the ex-governor. declared. 

President Smith Replies. 

President George C. Smith, of the Atlanta 
and West: Point, replied for his company. 
He showed that 40 per cent of his company’s 
business is through traffic. It neither orig- 
inates or stops in Georgia. This through 
traffic affords the company a considerabie 
revenue, and because the comrpany is fortu- 
nate enough to enjoy a good through tratf- 
fic, is no reason, he insisted, why its local 
rates should be reduced. He quoted from 
the decision of the United States supreme 
court in the NebrasKa rate case to show 
that a state has no right to regulate the 
local rates of a railroad on the basis of 
its earnings on through traffic. Railroads 
are built for the convenience of the people 
along them; it is a principle of law that 
the local business must bear its proportion 
of the expenses of carrying. on the road. 
The Atlanta and West Point does: not dis- 
tribute its earnings in large dividends 
among its stockholders, but after paying 6 
per cent, it spends the remainder in im- 
proving the property. Just now the com- 
pany is seeking permission to build a beit 
line at Atlanta and to improve its ter- 
minals. It needs all the money which can 
be expected to come to it in its capacity as 
a carrief® to make necessary improvements, 
and a reduction in rates, which would cut 
its revenues down 626,00, would hamper 
the company in its efforts. The greater 
part of the money which is made by the 
company is expended in the state, either for 
labor, material or in dividends.

SEN. BACON'S MOVE 


Atlanta Barristers Want Judge Shelby 
: Confirmed.

MESSAGE SIGNED BY LOCAL LAWYERS 


Burton Smith Secured Signatures of 
Nearly Every Prominent Law- 
yer in Atlanta to Telegram. : 


Nearly every lawyer of prominence in 
the city of Atlanta signed a petition yes- 
terday morning to Hon, A, O. Bacon, Unit- 
ed States senator from Georgia in Wash- 
ington, asking that he favor the confirma- 
tion of Judge Shelby as United States judge 
for the new adlstrict. 

This telegram was sent to Senator Ba- 
con at noon‘yesterday, and a reply was re- 
ceived shortly afterwards. The senator 
stated that he was prosecuting certain in- 
vestigations which would have to be con- 
cluded before the nomination could be acted 
on. He acknowledged the indorsement, 
however, of the Atlanta lawyers, stating 


‘it was a high testimonial for fitness on 


the part of the new judge, 

As is well known, Colonel John T, Glenn, 
of Atlanta, was an active candidate for the 
judgeship against Judge Shelby. The ma- 
jority of the Atlanta bar supported Colonel 
Glenn when it was known that the race lay 
practically between him and Judge Shelby. 
The telegram sent to Senator Bacon yes- 
terday evidenced the magnanimity of the 
Atlanta lawyers in determining to raise 
their voices’ in favor of the confirmation

\of Judge Shelby. Colonel Glenn, when 
asked to sign the telegram yesterday morn- 
ing, willingly did so. 

When the president sent the name of 
Judge Shelby to the senate it was referred 
to the judiciary cemmittee, on waich Sen- 
ator Bacon represents this district. When 
the matter came up for consideration be- 
fore the committee several days ago, Sena- 
tor Bacon asked that the confirmation be 
held up for a short while in order to give 
him sufficient time to make certain in- 
vestigations along the line of Judge Shel- 
by’s character and ability. 

The committee, it seems, granted the re- 
quest, for no report has as yet been sent 
to the senate. It was for the purpose of 
inducing Senator Bacon to withdraw his 
objection to the confirmation of the presi- 
dent’s nomination that the Atlanta law- 
yers sent their telegram yesterday morn-

Senator Bacon’s Reply.

‘BLD LAST BYENING 


Extraordinary Session of the Legislature 
at the Grand. 


' LARGE AUDIENCE WAS PRESENT 


| Many Humorous and Some Brilliant 


Speeches Were Mae. 


MASTER LAMAR HILL MABE DECIDED MT

The Officers of the House Were All 
Good and the Entertainment 
Was a Success. 


The extraordinary session of the legisla- 
ture last night at the Grand opera house 
attracted a large audience. The session 
was held for the benefit of the Young Men's 
Library Association. Hon. Thomas Felder 
acted as speaker and Messrs. Charley 
Northen and Steve Johnson were clerks of 
the house, while Mr. Edward Perdue held 
the position of head page. 

The session was interesting and all the 
speeches contained flashes of wit that drew 
prolonged applause from the audience. The 
session began by the offering of an act 
entitled an act to change the voting laws 
of the state of Georgia. This provided for 
the free and unlimited suffrage of women, 
and was read in a distinctly unintelligible 
voice by Clerk Johnson in imitation of the 
house clerk of fhe legislature. 

This was followed by an amendment to 
the original bill and later an amendment 
to the amendment was offered. Mr. Clark 
Howell made a neat little speech in which 
he launched several new jokes on Mr. 
Felder, the speaker, and finally said trat 


‘he had attended to obtain information on 


the question and would be heard from 


later. i 

Mr. F. H. Richardson argued in favor 
of the original bill, ending by saying that 
there was nothing so pure as an honest 
ballot and nothing so pure as an honest 
women. The speaker thought there could 
be nothing impure in a combination of the 
two. 

Mr. W. P. Hill, who introduced the 
amendment to the amendment, explained 
his measure and spoke in favor of it. His 
idea was to give single men one vote, mar- 
ried men two votes, a married man owning 
own home three votes, and allow him one 
additional vote for each minor child. Mr. 
Hill was not in favor of granting women 
suffrage. Among the other speakers were 
James W. Austin, Gordon F. Mitchell and 
Charles Reed, the latter concluding his ar- 
gument with the following: 

“Women play cards all morning, in the 


afternoon they go calling, and at night. 


they dress up in fancy dresses and waltz 
with some other woman’s husband. Now, 
I am not opposed to card playing, nor to 
visiting nor to dancing with the husbands 
of other women, but’) I do contend that 
these things do as much to prevent women 
from attending to their home duties as 
would attending the polls three or four 
times a year.” 

«This statement drew prolonged applause 
from the ladies and Mr. Reed was a favor- 
ite when he resumed his seat. 

Master Lamar Hill, who was in the box 
with Miss Anne Wallace, the president 
of the Georgia State Library Association; 
was recognized by the speaker and spoke 
in part as follows: 

“The tendency nowadays is to restrict 
the ballot and not to cheapen it. What the 
country would gain by the addition of a 
few thousand college bred women, who 
have made a special study of political ques- 
tions, would be lost in the wholesale vse 
of the ballot by the uneducated women, 
foreign immigrants and southern negroes. 

‘Vassar, in her thirty,years of existence, 
has graduated only two thousand students. 
The total number of college alumnae and 
undergraduate from women’s colleges in 
this country would not reach ten thousand 
all told. Therefore, by equal suffrage we 
would be gaining hundreds of intelligent 
voters and hundreds , thousands of ig- 
norant votes. This cordition does not ap- 
peal to logical intelligence and the result 
is that the college women as a rule both 
before and after graduation is not an equal 
suffragist.”’ 

Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Stetson concluded 
the debate and made a good speech, telling 
a story on her brother’s mother-in-law, 
who remained out all day shopping, but 
who said women did not have time to 
vote. Mrs. Stetson also read a poem in an 
excellent manner. 

A motion to adopt the original bill was 
carried and as soon as the vote was an- 
nounced the house was declared adjourned, 
the time limit having expired.
